SAN GABRIEL BRIDGE 


Easements for the 


approaches to the 
new bridge over the San Gabriel liver 
have been received from l,e wis- Brail - 
bury, Supervisor I’. E. Cogswell of the 
county board announces. The neces¬ 
sary deeds for the land required for 
road purposes were turned over last 
week, he says. The fine new bridge 
was completed over a month ugo, but 
owing to delay in securing tile neces¬ 
sary right of way papers, it had not 
been possible to go ahead with the 
road construction. This work will be 
proceeded with at once, says Super¬ 
visor Cogswell. 

The opening of the new San Gabriel 
bridge will be fittingly celebrated. Ar¬ 
rangements are being mude for a joint 
obsei-vation of the event. The bridge, 
which has been built 1000 feet south 
of the present structure, has cost 
$175,000, It is of substantial con¬ 
struction and built on graceful lines. 
The opening of the new bridge wiil 
mean the diversion of the Foothill 
boulevard traffic to the south, will 
make a mom direct route than the one 
ut present in operation and eliminate 
many of the curves.

When a competitor knocks you— 
pity him.

Poultry Notes 


DEWITT T. JONES 


The same properties that make milk 
a good food for calves make it good 
for growing chicks. 

An older chick in the brooder will 
teach them to eat. 

The cock is more than half the flock 
and is largely responsible for vigor 
and prolificacy. Select the best that 
can be had, regardless of cost, if you 
expect to breed up your flock. 

Be liberal around the poultry house, 
pens and coops in the use of reliable 
insect powders, lime and other disin¬ 
fectants and shovel as well. One se¬ 
cret of successful poultry raising is to 
keep ahead of the vermin and disease. 

Care must be used to keep the roost, 
the nest and rungs clean. The first 
warm days of spring are favorable for 
hatching the eggs of insects. Eternal 
vigilance is the price of success. 

Bear in mind that ducks are even 
more rigid in their requirements for 
green food than are chickens. One rea¬ 
son they delight in ponds and pools is 
to find green vegetation, which is us¬ 
ually abundant in or near water. 

After all goslings are hatched they 
should be allowed to remain in the 
nest for a day. Afterward give them 
a good, warm, roomy coop with a hen 
mother. Attach a wire run to the 
coop and place on short tender grass. 
Allow the goslings only in the runs, 
which should be moved to a fresh spot 
every day. 

Turkeys need considerable range, 
and it is rather a difficult matter to 
raise them economically in close con¬ 
finement. The domestication of the 
turkey has never caused it to lose its 
characteristics inherited from its wild 
ancestors. 

Toe-picking and canibalism are eas¬ 
ily started in large broods of chicks 
and can cause no end of trouble. Keep 
them busily scratching in deep alfalfa 
litter cut in small lengths. Some use 
straw after they are a little older, for 
the straw being almost the same color 
to the chicks’ little toes makes them 
hard to see. And don’t forget you can 
not feed too much greens.

Chicks constantly kept on board floors 
fall ready victims to leg weakness al¬ 
so. Get them out on the ground as 
early as possible. 

Begin to slow up with electric light 
on the layers. Fourteen hour days are 
maximum working hours for the hens. 
Begin by letting the clock run a little 
slow', a few minutes later every morn¬ 
ing for the lights to go on. Never 
make a radical change, for it is apt to 
be disastrous. 

During the months of high egg pro¬ 
duction it is essential to keep the 
birds in good condition to enable them 
to end up the season in shape that 
they may be worthy of carrying over 
for the next year. In large flocks it is 
easier to do this by giving epsom salts 
in the day’s supply of drinking water 
every two weeks, one to one and one- 
half pounds to each one hundred birds. 
Smaller flocks may be treated by dis¬ 
solving one to two tablespoonfuls to 
each six birds in moistened mash fed 
early in the morning, and just enough 
that they will clean up readily. Birds 
that are allowed outside range with 
plenty of green food do not need such 
a laxative. 

Sulphur as a blood purifier and aid 
to warding off contagious disease has 
its place. However, it is best not to 
give it during wet or damp weather, 
for it is apt to result in rheumatism. 
Finely ground and mixed thoroughly, 
one pound to each 100 pounds of mash, 
and fed in regular dry hoppers makes 
bright red combs and nicer eggs. A 
wonderful spring-time appetizer. Re¬ 
member the molasses and sulphur 
mother used to give us when we were 
kids ? 

Some claim that a regular adminis¬ 
tration of epsom salts does away with 
the necessity of providing green food. 
Last year one experiment station re¬ 
ported higher egg averages in the

BLOODTHIRSTY ENEMIES 

OF OlIR DOMESTIC FOWLS 


Mites are so bloodthirsty and at the 
same time so small that many novices 
in poultry keping suffer severe losses 
from them before the cause is learned. 
The United States department of Ag¬ 
riculture says that of all parasites af¬ 
fecting poultry the ordinary mites are 
probably the most troublesome and 
destructive unless kept under control. 
Unlike the lice, poultry mites are blood 
sucking parasites and live entirely on 
the blood of the fowl. They are very 
small and when not filled with blood 
are gray in color and are called gray 
mites. However, when they have been 
on the body of the fowl and filled 
themselves with blood they look red 
and are called red mites. They do not 
stay on the fowl’s body all the time, 
like lice, but during the day hide away 
in cracks and crevices, behind boards 
that are near the roosts, in the cracks 
of brood coops and in other places. At 
night when the fowls and chicks go 
to roost the mites come out of their 
hiding place;

nests, and cnickens become weak and 
droopy and in many instances die from 
the attacks. 

Since poultry mites hide away in 
cracks and crevices during the day, 
the first thing that should be done to 
get rid of them is to give the poultry 
houses, roosts, nests, etc., a good 
cleansing. After cleaning, spray thor¬ 
oughly with some effective coal-tar 
preparation, making sure that the 
spray reaches all the cracks and crev¬ 
ices and every other place where the 
mites might be hiding. This coal-tar 
preparation is most effective and lasts 
longest. It can be purchased locally 
with full directions for mixing and 
use. It is necessary to spray thor¬ 
oughly and often, especially during 
warm weather, if the mites are to be 
kept from annoying the fowls.
